First, select the right soil. Corn 
will do best on deep, well drained 
No. 1 soils. 

A well-prepared deep, but firm 
seedbed is important to good corn 
production. Try to flat break the 
soil at least six inches deep and if 
possible, 10 inches deep. This will 
enable the roots to penetrate 
deeper and improve holding ca- 
pacity of the soil. 

For fertilize recommendations 
for Hancock County, a soil test 
is best. If you do not have the 
soil test, apply at planting time 
500 pounds of 6-8-8 and then side 
dress when corn is knee high with 
2 sacks of ammonium nitrate. 

Space your corn 16 to 24 inches 
apart in 40 to 42 inch rows. You 
will need around one peck of 
seed corn to the acre. 

Variety recommendations for 
Hancock County are—white corn, 
‘Coker 811; yellow corn, Dixie 18, 
Jackson, Coker 67, DeKalb 1240 
and Funk G 740.

FREEZE DAMAGE TO SHRUBS 


Check your shrubs closely to 
determine extent of freeze dam- 
age. Scratch the bark down the 
3tem. Where the cambium is dead, 
it will be a brown color. 

Prune the shrubs back to live 
wood. Some shrubs may be dead. 
in some areas, even the roots may 
be dead. Where the roots are 
dead, the shrubs will have to be 
dug and replaced. 

In pruning, cut back to the first 
bud on live wood. Cut on a slant 
just above this bud. Later in the 
spring, new growth should appear 
at this point. 


SWEETPOTATO WEEVIL 


We have our best chances in 
years to get rid of the sweetpotato 
weevil. January temperatures hov- 
ering around zero gave us a big 
helping hand in getting the wee- 
vil under control. 

The cold snap killed most of 
the sweetpotato weevils in fields. 
Many of those remaining will 
starve to death because their 
food supply—scraps, vines and 
roots of sweetpotatoes left in 
fields will rot from the freeze. 
Weevils eat only sweetpotatoes 
and some species of morning 
Elories. 

In a stepped-up effort to kill

out the surviving weevils in stor- 
age State and Federal crews will 
visit farms and warehouses to 
help inspect and treat potatoes. 

In this way the sweetpotato wee- 
vils can be killed before potatoes 
are bedded or new crops planted.
